Bruce Humber, Back From Olympics, 
Would Make Canadians Competitors

Bruce Humber, home from the 15th Olympiad at Hel- 
sinki, thinks Canada must decide whether she is a competitor 
or entered “just for the sake of sportsmanship” in the Olym- 


pic Games. 

Victoria’s Bruce, who coached 
Canada’s track stars in Finland, 
arrived in Vancouver today. 

“I'm proud of every member 
of our team,” said Humber, “but 
under the present circumstances 
they simply were not prepared 
for the tremendous competition 
they ran into at Helsinki. It cer- 
tainly was not their fault that 
Canada made the showing she 
did in point competition. 

“First of all, we must decide 
right now whether we are going 
into the 1956 Olympics as a com- 
petitor, one_which other nations 
will respect, or whether We are 
going to send a team just to have 
representation. 


MUST BUILD 

“Then we must start building. 
It is hopeless to wait until a few 
months before the games begin 
to whip a team into shape. We 

-ltaust.start now and we must 
maintain interest in intervening 
years between Olympics. 

“It is no secret that other} 
major nations in the world have! 
gone past Canada in track. The 
only way we can combat this is 
to follow the example of Eng- 
land and Finland. 

“We must appoint a head 
coach for all of Canada and 
assistant coaches in each prov- 
ince to integrate a national track 
and field program. These) 
coaches should be paid the year 
round.” 

Humber stated there was a 
dire need in Canada for more 
meets, greater track and field 
interest and more and better 
facilities. * 

He cited Finland as a model. 

“Finland has a population of 
9,000,000 and they have 72,000 
people who take an active part 
in track and field. It is their 
major sport and each tiny vil- 
lage has a track. In the entire 
Dominion we have no more than} 
5,000 people actively engaged in| 
track work.”

Fled With Him 


MUNICH, Aug. 11 (AP) — A 
Czech refugee said today John 
Hvasta escaped with him and 
four other prisoners last Jan. 2) 
from a Czech prison. Hvasta, | 
jan American, was serving a 10- 
|year sentence as a spy. | 

The refugee’s story supported| 
an official Czech announcement 
of August 8 that Hvasta escaped 
January 2 and that his where- 
abouts since are unknown. 

The story of the escape was 
told in an interview by Jaroslav) 
Burec, 30. 

Burec said “four prominent po- 
litical prisoners” fled at the same) 
time as himself and Hvasta, but 
he did not name them. 

He identified the prison as one) 
at Loepoldov, 30 miles northeast 
of Bratislava, where only promi- 
nent prisoners or those consid-| 
ered especially dangerous were 
held. By Burec’s account: 

The six fugitives slipped out) 
unnoticed by guards, late in the) 
afternoon.

E AFFAIRS OF THE NORTH AT- 
lantic Treaty Organization are going 
badly, 

A few months ago the partners of 
the grand alliance against aggression met 
in—Lisbon and laid down certain sched- 
ules of rearmament. These plans were 
considered an absolute minimum neces- 
sary for the safety of the free world. 
They did not promise enough strength 
to repel Russian aggression immediately. 
They proposed only that over a period 
of. some three to five years the free 
world should make itself strong enough 
to withstand an attack in Europe and, 
if possible, strong enough to discour- 
age such an attack. 

Already these minimum plans seem to 
be falling down. 

The United States, the leader of the 
coalition, has stretched ‘out its armament 
program and it has been further delayed 
by the recent steel strike..The Republi- 
can party apparently is ready: if elected 
in November, to cut down the military 
budget and General Eisenhower, in an 
unguarded moment, has even talked of 
a fifty per cent reduction in total gov- 

ernment spending. which would obviously 
mean the destruction of the present 
defense. plan altogether. 

Britain. has been compelled, under- 
standably enough in its circumstances, to 
reduce and postpone military appropri- 
ations. 

Now it is reported in Ottawa that 
the Canadian government intends to do 
the..same thing .im.its next budget in 
order to reduce taxes before an election 

All this must be regarded as good 
news in Moscow. The Politburo has al- 
ways operated on the assumption that 
the democracies could not or would not 
sustain a_ steady pace of rearmament, 
that all their defense efforts would fall 
to pieces before they could succeeds Read- 
ing the reports from the various ¢api- 
tals of N.A.T.O., the Politburo must be- 
lieve that its expectations are being con- 
firmed. The entire project laid down at 
Lisbon evidently is in danger. 

If it could be said that the interna- 
tional situation had changed, that Russia 
had abandoned all thought of aggression, 
that peace was assured, there would be 
good reason for changing the Lisbon 
schedules. But who can say that? On 
the contrary, we are being constantly 
told by the governments of the United 
States, Britain and Canada that the inter- 
national! situation has not improved, that 
the risks of war are still grave, that basic 
Russian strategy has not changed in the 
least, even if temporary tactics vary from 


i 


time to time. And in the cardinal test 
of Korea the communists are still refus- 
ing to make a settlement and are build- 
ihg up strength behind the truce talks. 

There is no reason in international 
politics for any easing in the pace of 
rearmament. Im the case of some Euro- 
pean nations, especially Britain, there 
undoubtedly are economic reasons for an 
easier pace. Britain simply cannot af- 
ford the present diversion of energy out 
of civilian into military production. But 
this is not trug of the United States and 
Canada. We are not poor in America. 
We have suffered no decline in our stan- 
dard of living. We are living better than 
ever, our total production is at an all- 
time high and still growing. Unlike 
Britain and Europe, we are feeling no 
pain. e 

If, therefore, the United States and 
Canada intend to cut down their de- 
fense programs the reasons will not be 
military or economic. They will be politi- 
cal. The governments of America will 
be acting to satisfy the electors and win 
votes. 

The real question thus is whether the 
peeple. of. America who. are never tired 
of urging Britain on to further auster- 
ity) are even ready to support defense 
measures which they can well afford 
without any austerity at all. We believe 
the people will support those minimum 
measures. if they are given the facts can- 
didly, if governments are willing to tell 
them the truth 

The people are confused by confilict- 
ing statements from the politicians, by 
hith taxes, by charges of waste in the 
armed services and, in Canada, by a 
surplus Th the government's budget and 
by the Conservative party's continual at- 
tack on “over-taxation” at a time when 
we need a surplus to reduce our swollen 
debt 

Russia knows how to exploit this con- 
fusion by peaceful gestures while it 
speeds up its own rearmament Our 
own politicians of all parties know how 
to win votes by promising an easier life 
to the public 

But either the Lisbon decisions were 
right or they were wrong. They should 
be maintained or abandoned for good 
cause. No good cause for abandonment 
has appeared No statesman has ven- 
tured to argue that the Lisbon schedule 
was excessive when obviously it was the 
very least that the democracies could 
risk No one can say America's 
share in these burdens is too heavy to be 
enjoying the 
largest prosperity on record.

This is the President's 
those “protectionist forces in Congress 
which have been whittling down the 
Geneva trade agreement system and re- 
stricting the sale of foreign products in 
the United States. Mr. Truman evi- 
dently wishes to demonstrate to the na- 
tion, on the testimony of his bipartisan 
inquiry, that such policies will prove dis- 
astrous not only to foreign nations but 
to the United States itself 

The attempt to dam up trade, Mr 
Truman rightly says. “poses a very real 
dilemma for our whole foreign policy.’ 
Clearly if that policy offers military aid 
to foreign nations while at the same 
time denying them the opportunity to 
trade and prosper it cannot succeed 
Mr. Truman observes that the United 
States has constantly urged foreign na-

HE BACKROUND OF THE RECENT 

British Columbia timber strike © is 
filled in by the monthly review of the 
Bank of Nova Scotia, an impartia] ob- 
server. The facts mentioned by the 
banks are not so well known as. they 
should be and probably will be later on. 


“Quite apart from the strike,” the 
bank says, “the outlook for the lumber 
industry is cloyded by the expectation 
that™the scale of British purchases vill 
be sharply reduced when the existing 
contracts are completed in the autumn. 

“The expected loss of British orders 
will be a serious blow. Since early last 
year when Britain returned to her tradi- 
tional position: as one of the largest 
markets for B.C. lumber, British orders 
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selves; has tried-to limit their trade with 
the Russian empire. “Having insisted 
that. these countries severely restrict 
their trade in one direction what can 
we suggest to replace it?” Mr. Truman 
asks 

Obviously what the world needs is a 
larger United States market where it 
can earn dollars to buy the North Am- 
erican goods it requires 

Yet, the President, “We find 
growing up in this country an increas- 
ing body of restrictive laws attempting 
to further the—interests—of—partieular 
American producers by cutting down the 
imports of various foreign goods which 
can offer competition in American mar 
kets.” He cites as an example the dairy 
restrictions which, contrary to the Gen- 
eva agreement, have restricted imports 
vital to the European exporters and im- 
portant also to Canada 

The President's own position in this 
issue has always been clear and cour- 
ageous. He has vainly attempted to dis 
suade Congress from such aberrations 
as the dairy restrictions. Within the 
powers granted to him by the reciprocal 
trade agreements legislation he has re- 
duced American tariffs to their lowest 
point in modern times. 

But he is alarmed by the growing 
protectionist strength in Congress and 
intends, through the report of an inde- 
pendent inquiry, to show where this sort 
of policy must eventually lead. In the 
end, Congress, not the President, must 
make the tariff laws and the policy of 
the new Congress, to be elected in- No- 
vember, cannot be foreseen. If the Re- 
publicans win the election Genera] Eisen- 
hower, in the Presidency, will face the 
problem now disturbing Mr. Truman 
and, against a Republican Congress, may 
face it in more acute form.

LD Andrew was surrounded by a

No Pepys He

Major-General Robert Grow will prob- 
ably go down in history as a famous 
diarist Not comparable, certainly, to 
Greville, Greevey, Pepys or Evelyn as 
a chronicler of scandal in the contem- 
porary scene, but fully as indiscreet as 
these. 


Indiscretion is the hallmark of the 
good diarist and Grow is well branded 
in this respect. It was he who while 
in the United States army in Frankfurt 
put down his juvenile comment on cur- 
rent events and allowed it to fall into 
Russian hands.

Anywhere else, Grow’'s indiscretions 
would have done no more than raise 
a hearty laugh and evoke a wonder 
how he ever got through staff courses 
with the kind of intelligence displayed 
in his writing. For Russia, however, 
the diary was a godsend, proof positive 
that the United States was warmonger- 
ing:

New Angle 
From the Kremli 
remlin 

By JOSEPH and STEWART ALSOP 
A REPORT of a hitherto unpublished 
“™ interview with, Russian dictator 
Joseph Stalin is receiving powerful ‘and 
Puzzled attention in Washington and 
other Western capitals, The interview 
was granted by Stalin vd 
to Pietro Nenni, the 
Italian Socialist leader, 
who has just returned 
from a month's stay in 
the Soviet Union % 

Nenni, who went to 
Russia to receive a & » 
Soviet “peace prize,” is é. 
universally regarded 
as a captive of the 
Italian Communist 
party, and thus of the Stewart 
Kremlin. On his return to Rome, he 
made no public report“of his conversa« 
tion with Stalin. confining himself in- 
Stead to the expected pro-Soviet propa: 
ganda. 

But immediately after he talked. to 
Stalin, he went to the Italian Embassy 
in Moscow and described t6 Italian Am- 
bassador, Mario di Stefano, the substance 
of what Stalin said. Nenni's report is 
accepted as accurate as far as it goes. 

Stalin started the conversation by 
saying the expected things about the 
Soviet “will to peace.” This formality 
over, he questioned Nenni at length, dis 
playing a surprising grasp of the details 
of Italian politics, about the crucial 
Italian election next spring: Stalin then 
began to talk about Germany, and it is 
this. portion of the interview which is 
considered particularly interesting. 

Stalin noted that the Bonn agreement 
had“been approved by the United States 
Senate. He predicted as “very probable” 
the election as President of Gen, Eisen- 
hower. He remarked that, for these. 
reasons, he considered “any Yurther dip- 
lomatic exchanges on the subject of Ger 
many with the Western bloc as no more 
than a “propagandistic and marginal ex- 
pedient”—in other words without real 
meaning: And, he said@he had further 
considered that it had become impossible 
to prevent the division of Germany into 
two parts on a permanent basis. 4 

Therefore, Stalin told Nenni, it was 
necessary to substitute another formula 
for the “formula of a”united and neutral 
Germany.” This new formula called for 
the creation of two entirely separate Ger- 
manies, which would be, he said, “mili- 

tary and ~ ideological 
counterweights to each 
other.” In this situa- 
tion the “indepen- 
dence and security” of 
Eastern Germany must 

be “reinforced.” 
Stalin then reverted 
to the theme of the 
Soviet Union's “will to 
peace,” and on this 
note the _ interview 
Joseph ended, without refer- 
ence to Korea or other problems. Nenni 
reported that Stalin seemed in excellent 
health and spirits, and “calm and confi- 
dent” throughout the interview. Stalin's 
attitude, Nenni implied, was that of a 
man who certainly has no intention of 
making war, but who is in no hurry 
either to make unnecessary concessions 

to the Western bloc. 

It is obviously dangerous to interpret 
the episode-on its face value. .-Yet.it.is 
at least true that Stalin's statements on 
Germany seem to support the views of 
the more optimistic -of two schools of 
thought which have long existed in the 
American government 

One group of specialists has held that 
the Soviets would ultimately be ‘@illing 
to go to war if necessary to prevefit the 
rearmament of West Germany in alli- 
ance with the West. Another group has 
held that the Soviets in this situation 
would react simply by heavily rearming 
East Germany and isolating the Eastern 
zone absolutely from contact with the 
West—and this, in effect, is what Stalin 
said to Nenni 
But it must also be said that Stalin 
has every reason for appearing “calm and 
confident,” in view of what threatens in 
Asia, the Middle East, and within the 
Western alliance itself.

Revenue from sale of water 
by the Greater Victoria Water 
| District has taken a sharp drop 
jall-round, Ron Upward, chief 
| commissioner, said today. 

The water board can either 
boost the rate from 8 to 8% cents 
| per 1,000 gallons or make up the 
}loss by forest operations profits, 
| Mr, Upward said. 

The matter will be discussed 
at the board meeting next Mon- 
day. 

As an economy move the city 
cut out boulevard sprinkling dur- 
ing the hot summer months and) 
also a major part of ‘its sewer’ 
flushing. 

Added to this drop in the 
water board’s revenue is the
